complain about his new assess¬ 
ment. until he knows what the 
new tax rate will he and none 
knows what that rate will be un¬ 
til total assessments and total net 
expenditures are made for 1970. I 
have heard predictions that range 
from 25 to 35 dollars per thou¬ 
sand. 

My 1970 assessment is three 
and one-third times greater than 
in 1909. If this is the average 
case, then the tax rate will be 
three-tenths of the §97 rate in 
1969, or §29 per thousand. 1 must 
expect that my tax bill will be 
higher in 1970 than in 1969 be¬ 
cause the purchasing power of the 
dollar is lower. 

The so-called “Formers’ Tax 
Rebellion’’ does present a prob¬ 
lem worthy of discussion. It is an 
established fact that land values 
were unusually low. Revaluation, 
in some cases, increased these 
values 10 to 20 times the 1969 
assessment. If farmers struggled 
with their 1969 tax, then the 1970 
bill could be too burdensome un¬ 
der these conditions. 

My warm land is assessed for 
approximately §2000 per acre . . , 
I have 10 acres. I rent this to a 
potato farmer, for §35 per acre. 
If the 1970 tax rate is $30. M, my 
tax bill will be §60. per acre. I 
will then have to give the Town 
all of the rent plus §25 per acre 
to look at a potato field at the 
rear of my home . . . This doesn’t 
apear to be good economics.. 

But — if community economics, 
by the law of supply and de¬ 
mands, insists that I can not re¬ 
side like a king on ten acres of 
high value land without paying 
the fiddler, then I must make a 
decision. Either I pay to see po¬ 
tatoes grown here or I sell to de¬ 
velopers. Unfortunately a man 
who is solely a farmer cannot ex¬ 
ist under these conditions. He is 
wealthy on the assessment rec¬ 
ords but his pocket is empty. 
Therefore, he too must sell to the 
developer. This could produce, 
some very dire results. We could ; 
well become a Town of apart- ! 
ments and people with nothing to j 
eat. 

My suggestion is to capitalize 
farm land values based on a pro¬ 
duction or income basis . . . let’s 
let the full time farmer survive. 
ITe is one of few nice things we 
have left to enjoy.

But too little effort is made to 
tear them down. 

The short-term solution has 
been tried by some cities that 
have set up screening programs 
to detect kids who have high 
blood levels of lead. And Dr. 
Joseph R. Davis at Chicago’s 
Loyola University has developed 
a screening test, a simplified uri¬ 
nary test. One person can do 1,000 
analyses in a work week. 

Slums are central spots for 
other ills besides lead poisoning. 
Tuberculosis, for example. The 
contagious TB germ has a heyday 
in these congested areas. 

Stamping out TB in the slums 
is a concern of your local tubei 1 - 
culosis and respiratory disease 
association. And the multiple 
problems in the slums are every¬ 
body’s business. 


Kids eat all kinds of crazy 
things. Like chips of leaded paint. 

Leaded paint is not used much 
these days. But many old build¬ 
ings—particularly in the ghettos 
—have walls with peeling coats 
of leaded paint. Kids eat the 
chips. Sometimes for kicks. Some¬ 
times to fill their stomachs. 

For months, a kid can swallow 
the chips and not show any or 
the symptoms of convulsions, 
vomiting, anemia, and cramps. 
But when the level of lead in the 
blood gets too high, the symp¬ 
toms come. In severe cases, the 
hone marrow and centi’al nervous 
system can be damaged. Death 
can result. 

The number of American chil¬ 
dren with abnormally high blood 
levels of lead may be as high as 
225,000. 

Of the severe cases, about 5 
percent die. Brain damage occurs 
in 25 percent. And the risk of 
permanent brain damage rises to 
virtually 100 percent if the child 
gets lead poisoning a second time. 

The- long-term solution is re¬ 
moving the old leaded paint and, 
finally, the buildings themselves.

In a medium mixing bowl beat 
egg slightly, add water and 
bread; mix well so bread disin¬ 
tegrates. Add remaining ingre¬ 
dients; mix thoroughly with fork 
or hands. In a greased 11 by 7 
by 2 inch pan shape meat mixture 
into a loaf that is about 7-inches 
long and 4-inches wide. Bake in 
a preheated 350-degrees F. oven 
for one hour.

On Friday, Feb. 6, James Shep¬ 
ard, Director of the Mass. Div. 
of Fisheries and Game, present¬ 
ed a check to Russell A. Make¬ 
peace, president, of A.D. Make¬ 
peace, Wareham, Mass, for 1541 
acres of land located in the town 
of Middleboro. 

This is the largest single land 
purchase yet made by the Divi¬ 
sion, and is the first one to he 
funded 50% by the .Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation Fund (also 
known as the Land and Water 
■Conservation Fund) and 50% by 
the Fish and Game Land Fund. 
The latter was provided by a 
§1.00 increase in the price of fish¬ 
ing, hunting, and trapping li¬ 
censes 3 years ago. 

The new area is interlaced with 
ponds, fresh water marshes, wood 
paths, trails, roads and woodland. 
It lias many species of wildlife 
living naturally in the area. 
Among these are quail, grouse, 
snowshoc .and cottontail rabbits, 
waterfowl, raccon and deer. 

The 1541 acres is known as 
Rocky Gutter (-after a brook that 
traverses the area) - and will no 
doubt continue - to carry this 
name as the Rocky Gutter Wild¬ 
life Management Area.

Q. Where do I deduct for ex¬ 
emptions on the new 10407 There 
is no place fo multiply $600 times 
the number of exemptions. 

• A. The number oJ exemptions 
from line 10, Form 1040, is car¬ 
ried to Schedule T where it is 
entered on line 4 and multiplied 
by $600. 

Q. Do I attach Schedule T to 
Form 1040 if I itemize deduc¬ 
tions? 

A. Yes. If you itemize deduc¬ 
tions; or if your adjusted gross 
income is greater than $5000; or 
you claim retirement income cre¬ 
dit, foreign tax credit, or invest¬ 
ment credit; or you are subject 
to self-employment tax or subject 
to tax from recomputing prior 
year’investment credit; then your 
tax must be computed on Sehe- 
ule T. 

Q. I tiled Form 1040A last year. 
Will tiu* new form be more dif¬ 
ficult for me to prepare? 

A. No. There are a few addi¬ 
tional lines but the new form 
asks for just about the same in¬ 
formation as the old 11I40A. So 
preparing your return should not 
be any more difficult this year 
unless your financial situation has 
substantially changed. 

Q. If I am not required fo file 
Schedule T, how do I compute 
my tax? 

A. If Schedule T is not requir¬ 
ed to be filed, you may use it as 
a worksheet to compute your tax. 
However, if your income is under 
$5000 and you do not wish to 
itemize deductions, go to the Tax 
Tables to compute your tax in¬ 
stead of Schedule T. 

Q. What dividends are subject 
to Hie dividend exclusion? 

A. You may exclude up to $100 
of dividends received from quali¬ 
fying domestic corporations. If 
you file a joint return, each can 
exclude up to $100 of dividend 
income. However, if one spouse 
received less-than $100 in divid¬ 
ends, the other cannot use liie 
balance of the exclusion. For ex¬ 
ample, if you received $800 m 
dividends from a qualilNing cor¬ 
poration and your wife received 
$45 in dividends, your total divid¬ 
end exclusion would lie $145. 


Q. My wife and I attended a 
dinner sponsored by our church. 
The proceeds were used for the 
church’s mortgage reduction fund. 
Is the amount I paid for the 
tickets deductible? 

A. If the dinner was sponsored 
by a qualified charitable organi¬ 
zation, then a portion of the 
ticket price may he deductible. 
For instance, if the tickets to the 
dinner cost you $25 and the din¬ 
ner provided would normally cost 
$10, then your charitable contri¬ 
bution would be $15. 

Q. In July of 1969, I sold some 
rental property at a large profit. 
The buyer is paying me over a 
ten year period. Do I have to re¬ 
port the whole profit in 1969? 

A. If certain conditions are 
met, the gain on the sale may he 
reported on the installment meth¬ 
od. Under this method, the gross 
profit is reported over the ten 
year period in which payments 
are received. To qualify, you 
can’t receive more than 30% of 
the selling price in the year of 
sale. Further information can be 
obtained by referring to Publi¬ 
cation 537, “Installment and De-

Veterans benefits are generally 
exempt from taxation and need 
not be reported as income on in¬ 
come tax returns,” Massachusetts 
Veterans’ Services Commission¬ 
er, Charles N. Collates advised 
Massachusetts Veterans’ Agents.

People covered by Medicare en¬ 
tering a hospital in 1970 will 
have to pay $52 of the bill for 
the first 60 days of inpatient 
care, according to Daniel J. Mur¬ 
phy, Jr., Manager of the Spring- 
field Social Security Office. 
From G1 to 90 days the patient’s 
share has risen to $13.00 of daily 
costs, and over 90 days the pa¬ 
tient will pay $26 per day. 

If after at least 3 days of 
hospitalization, and skilled care 
is required in an approved ex¬ 
tended care facility, the complete 
cost for the first 20 days will be 
paid for by your hospital insur¬ 
ance. For the 21st through to 
100th day of services in the fa¬ 
cility, providing the patient still 
requires skilled extensive care, 
he will he responsble for $6.50 
a day. 

This increase in deductibles 
payable by Medicare beneficia¬ 
ries is due to the annual review 
required by law of hospital in¬ 
surance cost of one day of hos¬ 
pitalization.
